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17. DESCRIBE IN SEQUENCE HOW ACCIDENT HAPPENED:

On May 1, 2008, at 0800 hours on the Motor Vessel (M/V) C-Commander, located at BF
Exploration & Production Inc."s Lease 0OCS-G 19997, Mississippi Canyon (MC) Block 775,
a contract service employee was injured as he packed equipment that had been
previously used for seismic operations. The Injured Person (IP) twisted his knee
when his foot entered an uncovered deck hole that was originally designed for D-ring
access. The IP was diagnosed with a knee strain and placed on scheduled time
off/vacation. Upon the IP"s return to work, however, he was placed on restricted work
duty.

Sequence of Events:

The IP was packing equipment that had been previously utilized for seismic operations
from the M/V C-Commander. As the IP completed the task of pulling the umbilical
toward the spooling equipment, his foot entered an uncovered deck hole, originally
designed for D-ring access, twisting his knee. The IP declined medical services
onboard the Enterprise, but visited a physician the day after the vessel docked. The
IP was diagnosed with a knee strain and directed to use ibuprofen and ice. The
incident was originally documented as a first aid, and the IP was placed on scheduled
time off and vacation. BP Exploration & Production Inc. was later notified, however,
that the IP was placed on restricted work duty.
